-per cent damage to the 1000 
acres of beans in the Canal 
Point-Pahokee district. The 
damage to tomatoes cannot be 
estimated now. Some plants 
have been drowned and all have 
been set back in growth. The 
damage to tomatoes will be 
“heavy if they have been set 
back enough to extend their m 

turing into the season of the 
spring rains. The acreage of to- 
matoes was to have been 2,000 
in this district and the high 
water will cut that considerably, 
just how much depending. on 
how quickly the drainage. facil- 
ities are permitted to operate. 

-Less damage was done in the 
South Bay distri¢t than\in the 
Canal Point-Pahokee district. 
This is due to the fact that West 
Palm Beach canal water backed 
up on cultivated lands at Canal 
Point and Pahokee but its 
waters did not extend as far as 
Chosen, Belle Glade and South 
Bay. 

‘The damage was not caused 
so much by water overflowing 
the land as by raising the water 
table in the land tow point above 
the roots of the plants. 

here was no rain at Canal 
Pointin the week January 18 to 

~ 24 and although the lake was at 
unwarrantedly high level, ‘the 
‘canal was at the satisfactory 
level of 14.5 feet above sea level. 
In that week there was only 
three-tenths of an inch of rain 
at Belle Glade. 7 

In the week of January 25 to 
$1 the rainfall at Canal Point 
was a little more than three and 
a half‘inches—2.66 on January 
30 and 1 inch on January 31. At 
Belle Glade there was two and a 
third inches of rain on January 
30 and 1.06 inchés on January 
31. By January 31 ‘(which was 
Sunday) with this small rainfall 
in the Glades, West Palm Beach 
canal had risen to elevation 17.7 
feet: Rain on the east coast, at 
gos not in Everglades dis- 

rict, caused water to rise in 
West Palm Beach canal to such 
a level that it could not be" dis- 
charged through the small tubes 
in the spillway at Dixie High- 
way, the canal backed up and 
forced out the neédles in the 
spillway (or dam) at Canal 
Point, and when the wind chang- 

* ed the lake water began run- 
hing into West Palm Beach 
canal. This raised the canal to 
lake level, the pressure made 
openings in the canal bank on 
the’north side and water poured 
* through info’ farm lands in 
. greater quantity than the pumps 
were equal to: The spillway at 
Canal Point is designed for that

The name Mayaca dates back 
to the earliest printed records of 
lower Florida. It was the early 
Indian name ‘for Lake Okeecho- 
ee, also the name of an Indian 
tribe and one of the principal 
Indian pueblos. As applied to 
Lake Okeechobee it was spelled 


aqua—and probably has some 
relation to another Indian name 
for Lake ` Okeechobee—which 
was Maymi or Mayami, from 
which the name Mayaca may 
date back to the Mayas, the ab- 
otiginal tribe of Yucata i

LASTINGLY RICH 


Unique In Heavy Con- 
tent of Elements Im- 
portant in Production 


CLEWISTON, Fla, Feb. 6—The 
muck soil of the Florjda Everglades is 
unique in the world in containing large 
percentages of the elements of most 
importance in the growth of , vegeta- 
tion.

“Once any tract is permanent- 
ly drained to-a sufficient depth, 
[these bacteria will gventually 
[find and occupy it, as has occur- 
red in the higher lands -which 
[border Lake Okeechobee to the 
|south, southeast and southwest, 
|forming the so-called ‘custard 
apple’ lands. On ‘lower lands, 
jartificially drained by diking 
and pumping, t 
will also naturatly h 
multiplication of bacteria 
jean be readily accflerated by 
planting a legumifious crop such 
as cow peas or soy beans and 
[plowing them into the. soil be- 
| fore they fully mature.” 
Mr. Ames explained . that 
[while the phenominal fertility 
[of the muck soils of Florida has 
attracted much attention to 
jthem, it is a fact that before 
the Civil War the production of 
cane sugar in northern Florida, 
and also in southern Alabama 
and Georgia, as far north as 
Savannah, was beginning to as- 
sume importance. 

“While cane sugar can un- 
doubtedly be profitably produc- 
ed in almost any part of the 
state of Florida, the southern 
part seems more suitable. With- 
in the radius of possibly 100 
miles of haul from the Southern 
Sugar Company factory to be 
‘built at Clewiston, there are 
millions of acres on which it 
may well be that the public ser- 
{vice railways will come to. see 
|that it will be to their interest 
to encourage the planting of 
cane for hauling to central fac- 
tories. Or which may, as is the 
case in Cuba, be reached by pri- 
vate railways constructed and 
operated by such. large sugar 
factories as that of the South- 
ern Sugar Company. $ 

“In fact,” Mr. Ames declared, 
“I believe that if the plans be- 
ing put into. operation are car- 
ried out, this Clewiston sugar 
factory will, in economy and 
efficiency, be equal, if not- super- 
ior, to any now in existence | in
